LOCKING THE DOOR TOO LATE. 

When a farmer owns a valuable 
blooded horse he protects himself 
from loss at the hands of thieves by 
putting a padlock on his barn door. 

The banker who cares for your 
money locks it up in his great 
burglar-proof safe at night. 

When the merchant goes home after 
the day’s labor he leaves his goods 
under lock and key and bolts and 
bars. 

The indiidual invariably takes 
measures to protect his own. 

But not so with us as a nation. We 
have accumulated vast stores of 
wealth, but have neglected to provide 
the necessary means for the protec¬ 
tion of that wealth. 

It is true that after months of in¬ 
difference congress has at last passed 
a preparedness measure by providing 
for the increase of the regular army 
and the national guard to a total ap¬ 
proximate force of abort 700,000 men. 
But it will b’e several years before 
this torce can be gathered together 
and armed and equipped and drilled 
and disciplined and put in shape to 
meet an enemy on equal terms. In 
the meantime we are just about where 
we were before the bill was passed— 
without a lock to our door. 

It is not likely now that we will 
have any trouble witli European coun¬ 
tries after the present war is over. 
We sincerely hope not. 

But we are not so sanguine as to 
the attitude of Japan. Our present 
state of national helplessness has 
forced congress and the administrat- 
tion to bow to the demands of Japan 
and eliminate from an emigration bill 
certain sections which were designed 
to protect American laboring men 
from the cheap Japanese labor that 
has been Hooding this country. There 
was no help for it. It was a case of 
bow or light, and we are in no condi¬ 
tion to fight. 

If Japan would bo content with her 
victory all might even yet be fairly 
well. But it is doubtful if she will be 
content. The Japanese are a warlike 
people, determinedly bent upon secur¬ 
ing equal rights on the American con¬ 
tinent. 

And right here enters the present 
element of danger to our peace and !

The editor 
backs it up in his columns and for a few weeks it is the general topic of 
conversation. No forceful leader seems to be at hand, and the rest of us are 
too engrossed in our private affairs to assume the duties and responsibilities 
of leadership.

Press dispatches show every indi¬ 
cation that tlie Mexicans are expect¬ 
ing just such an alliance witli the Jap¬ 
anese, and if the attack conies at all 
it will not be delayed until we have 
had two or three years in which to 
collect and drill an army.

awakening to a realization of the peril 
of our national helplessness, and con¬ 
gress is taking belated steps toward 
defense for our homes and our great 
wealth. But are we locking the door 
too late? Will the marauder gain en¬ 
trance before the padlock can be 
made?

Glass Solvent. 

Hydrofluoric acid is an acid com¬ 
pound of hydrogen and fluorine. It 
may be prepared by the action of 
sulphuric acid upon cryolite in an 
appropriate apparatus made of lead 
or platinum. It may thus be readily 
obtained in a liquid form and is 
colorless. Its vapors are exceedingly 
poisonous, and the liquid itself, even 
when mixed with more or less water, 
causes severe swellings on the skin. 
Great care must therefore be taken 
in working with this acid. Hydro¬ 
fluoric acid dissolves gla^s, forming 
hydro fluosilicic acid with its silica; 
hence its use for making etchings on 
glass.

ORDINANCE NO. 89. 

An Ordinance Prohibiting the Posting 
of Posters, Bills, Placards, or Adver¬ 
tisements Upon All Poles or Posts 
Used to Support Electric Wires or 
Telephone Wires, or Any Other Posts 
or Poles or Trees Upon the Streets 
and Alleys Within the City of South 
San Francisco. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 


lows: 

Section 1. It shall he unlawful for 
any person, persons, firm, association, 
or corporation to post or cause to lie 
posted, any poster, bill, placard, or ad¬ 
vertisement, of any material whatso¬ 
ever, upon any pole or post used to sup¬ 
port electric or telephone wires, or upon 
any other pole or post or tree standing 
upon any street or alley within the City 
of South San Francisco. 

Section 2. Any person who shall vio¬ 
late this ordinance shall lie deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con¬ 
viction thereof shall Vie punished by a 
tine of not less than Twenty-five Dollars 
($25.00), or- by imprisonment for thirty 
(30) days, or by both such line and im¬ 
prisonment. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall he 
published once In “The enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper printed and published 
■ li the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after tlie expiration of thirty (30) 
days from tlie date of its passage. 

Introduced this 1st day of May, 1916.
